All  the 
dealers  had  favorable  comments  and  most  of  the 
collectors  went  away  happy  with  their  new 
acquisitions.  The  bourse  floor  was  really  jammed 
on  Friday  & there  was  a one  hour  back  up  at  the 
registration  desk  as  people  waited  to  get  into  the 
show  at  the  10:00  opening  bell. 

It  is  like  a family  reunion  in  a lot  of  ways 
because  many  of  the  same  dealers  return  year  after 
year  & the  same  with  the  collectors.  For  many  of 
these  people  it  is  the  only  time  I see  them  all 
year  & the  same  with  each  of  them. 

At  our  PMCM  meeting  the  topic  of  Life 
Memberships  was  brought  up  & discussed.  Right  now 
the  policy  is  no  Life  Memberships  except  for 
honorary  one  bestowed  on  long  serving  past 
presidents,  editors  or  other  deserving  members  who 
have  excelled  or  been  prominent  in  their 
contributions  to  the  hobby  and  our  club.

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EXHIBITING  TIPS 

by  John  & Nancy  Wilson 

Exhibiting  is  not  only  a lot  of  fun,  but  you 
gain  much  knowledge  from  the  research  that  goes 
into  building  an  exhibit.  When  deciding  on  an 
exhibit,  keep  in  mind  the  following: 

1.  Decide  what  you  wan  to  exhibit. 

2 . Go  with  a theme . 

3.  Focus  on  a title. 

Once  this  is  reached,  go  on  to  these  steps: 

1.  Start  to  research.  Read  any  of  the  books  you 

may  have  on  the  subject  you  want  to  exhibit.  Talk 
to  Club  members  at  meetings.  Attend  coin 

conventions  and  get  ideas  on  how  other  exhibits  may 
help  yours. 

2.  Borrow  a book  from  your  club  library.  If  you 
are  an  ANA  member,  its  extensive  numismatic  library 
is  available  via  mail  for  your  use. 

3.  Read  the  exhibit  rules  carefully.  This  is  very 
important  because  at  some  shows  there  are  case 
limits  and  also  many  don't  allow  outside  signs. 

4.  Make  sure  your  exhibit  goes  with  your  title.  In 
many  conventions  such  as  the  ANA  or  CSNS,  this 
counts  five  points  and  is  very  important. 

5.  Your  exhibit  should  be  attractive,  balanced  and 
not  over  crowded.  Add  another  case  if  necessary. 

6.  Finally,  it  should  have  eye  appeal.  For 
background  use  poster  board  or  felt  (if  you  travel 
by  plane  felt  is  easier  to  pack.)  No  erasure  marks- 
re-do  if  necessary.  Use  some  type  of  “key”  for  your 
special  coin  or  note. 

7.  The  exhibit  should  be  as  complete  as  possible, 
as  judges  do  take  off  on  this. 

When  typing,  the  left  hand  and  right  hand 
margins  should  be  even.  This  can  be  accomplished 
with  a computer  or  plain  type  writer. 

Your  title  should  be  large  enough  so  it  can  be 
seen,  but  should  not  dominate  the  exhibit. 

The  first  case  of  the  exhibit  should  contain 
the  title  and  exhibit  information.  The  reference 
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or  bibliography  should  be  in  the  last  case.  The 
general  information  statement  can  be  in  the  second 
case . 

Pfuu,  Pfuus  are  a must  in  every  exhibit.  They 
should  be  kept  to  a minimum  and  should  relate  to 
the  exhibit. 

We  would  suggest  that  you  take  the  ANA  Judging 
Familiarization  Program  offered  by  the  ANA  at  its 
summer  convention.  It  will  help  you  not  only  in 
judging,  but  in  your  own  exhibiting,  as  well. 

It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  you  will  begin 
exhibiting  and  sharing  your  knowledge  with  other 
collectors.  Try  to  exhibit  for  the  pleasure  of  it 
and  not  the  awards .

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VARIETIES  OF  NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 
PART  FIFTEEN

CHARTER  NUMBER  RANGES  OF 
NATIONAL  BANK  NOTE  ISSUES 

The  Comptroller  issued  Original  Series  and  Series  of  1875  notes,  which 
were  essentially  the  same  issue,  for  nearly  thirty-nine  years,  from  late  1 863  to 
the  middle  of  1902.  This  included  banks  that  received  these  notes  as  their 
initial  issue,  up  to  mid-1882.  The  bank  note  companies  in  New  York  printed 
the  Original  Series  notes,  while  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  (BEP) 
in  Washington  printed,  at  least  partially,  the  notes  of  the  Series  of  1875. 
Also,  the  BEP  produced  Series  of  1882  notes  for  nearly  forty  years,  from 
1882  to  1922.  During  this  forty-year  period  there  were  always  two  series  of 
notes  being  printed  and  issued.  Indeed,  after  the  first  Series  of  1902  issues 
were  printed  in  March  1902,  the  Comptroller  could  have  been  issuing  all 
three  series  of  notes  for  a short  period  during  1902. 

Until  1922,  with  only  three  exceptions,  national  banks  normally  received 
the  same  issue  of  notes  for  twenty  years.  The  exceptions  were  the  three 
banks  that  the  Comptroller  switched  from  Series  of  1875  notes  to  Series  of 
1882  notes  during  1882.  Starting  in  mid-1882,  new  banks  began  to  receive 
Series  of  1882  notes  as  their  initial  issue.  This  policy  continued  until  1902, 
when  new  banks,  chartered  after  January  20th,  initially  received  Series  of 
1902  notes. 

The  requirements  of  the  Aldrich- Vreeland  Emergency  Currency  Act  of 
1908  created  a second  variety  of  notes  for  both  the  Series  of  1882  and  Series 
of  1902  issues.  The  expiration  of  the  Act  in  1915,  resulted  in  a third  variety 
of  notes  for  each  series.  However,  the  maximum  that  any  bank  could  have 
issued  of  these  six  note  varieties  was  four.  A bank  could  issue  either  the 
three  varieties  of  Series  of  1882  notes  and  Series  of  1902  Blue  Seal  Plain 
Backs;  Series  of  1882  Brown  Backs  and  all  three  varieties  of  Series  of  1902 
issues;  or  Series  of  1882  Brown  Backs  and  Date  Backs  and  then  Series  of 
1902  Blue  Seal  Date  Backs  and  Plain  Backs.  Many  banks  that  issued  notes 
through  the  1902  to  1922  era,  issued  only  three  of  the  six  varieties. 
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ORIGINAL  SERIES  AND  SERIES  OF  1875  ISSUES 


Most  issuing  banks  up  to  Charter  2281,  Pittsburgh,  PA,  received  and 
issued  Original  Series  notes,  although  a few  preceding  charters  initially 
received  Series  of  1875  notes.  All  surviving  charters  up  to  Charter  2655 
received  Series  of  1875  issues.  Charter  2767,  San  Angelo,  TX,  chartered  on 
August  17,  1882,  was  the  highest  charter  to  receive  Series  of  1875  notes, 
however,  not  all  preceding  charters  received  this  issue.  Charter  2656, 
Cleveland,  OH,  chartered  on  April  11,  1882,  was  the  lowest  charter  to 
receive,  as  its  initial  issue,  Series  of  1882  notes.  Of  the  112  charters, 
between  Charter  2656  and  Charter  2767,  fifty-six  initially  received  Series  of 
1875  issues,  while  fifty-six  initially  received  Series  of  1882  Brown  Back 
notes.  This  intermixing  will  be  covered  in  following  chapters. 
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1 . A very  early  $5  Original  Series  note  from  Charter  4,  Stamford,  CT, 
printed  in  January  1 864,  and  a Series  of  1 875  note  printed  in  1 898,  from 
Charter  2655,  Coming,  NY. 
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THE  BROWN  BACK  AND  RED  SEAL  ISSUES 


Banks  that  extended  their  charters,  beginning  on  July  15,  1882,  (Charter 
36,  Findlay,  OH)  then  received  Series  of  1882  Brown  Back  notes.  This  group 
included  surviving  charter  numbers  from  Charter  4,  Stamford,  CT,  to  Charter 
2655,  Coming,  NY,  which  extended  its  charter  on  April  4,  1902.  These 
Brown  Back  notes  were  also  issued,  as  their  initial  circulation,  by  fifty-six 
different  charters  in  the  2656  to  2757  range  and  by  three  charters  (2556, 
2662,  and  2730)  that  initially  received  some  Series  of  1875  notes  before 
being  switched  to  Series  of  1882  issues  during  1882.  In  addition,  all  note 
issuing  charters  from  2768,  Duluth,  MN,  to  6099  received  Brown  Back  notes 
as  their  initial  issue. 
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2.  The  back  of  a Brown  Back  note  from  Charter  4,  Stamford,  CT,  the 
lowest  charter  to  receive  Series  of  1882  issues,  and  a Brown  Back  proof  from 
Charter  6099,  Volga,  SD,  the  highest  charter  to  receive  Series  of  1882  issues. 
(Photo  courtesy  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution) 
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There  were  also  fifty-four  charters  between  2657,  Watertown,  NY,  and 
2767  that  initially  received  and  issued  Series  of  1875  notes  for  their  entire 
first  issue  period.  Forty  of  these  banks  extended  their  charters  beginning  on 
Jan.  1,  1902,  (Charter  2749,  Houlton,  ME)  and  then  issued  Series  of  1902 
Red  Seals,  having  never  issued  any  Senes  of  1882  notes. 

Extended  banks  in  the  Charter  l to  1683  and  the  Charter  2657  to  3941, 
Bar  Harbor,  ME,  ranges  received  Series  of  1902  Red  Seals.  All  new  banks, 
beginning  with  Charter  6100,  Paintsville,  KY,  also  received  these  notes. 
Charter  9124,  Wilmington,  NC,  was  the  highest  charter  number  to  receive 
Red  Seals,  although  not  all  preceding  charters  received  this  issue.  In 
addition,  not  all  surviving  charters  preceding  Charter  3941  received  Red 
Seals  after  their  extensions  in  1908.  Several  received  Blue  Seal  Date  Backs 
as  their  first  Series  of  1902  issue.

THE  ALDRICH- VREELAND  ACT 

The  Emergency  Currency  Act,  known  popularly  after  its  sponsors  as  the 
Aldrich-Vreeland  Act,  was  passed  by  Congress  and  signed  into  law  on  May 
30,  1908.  The  Act  allowed  groups  of  ten  or  more  national  banks  to  form 
"national  currency  associations"  and  permitted  all  national  banks  or  national 
currency  associations  to  issue  notes  backed  by  securities  other  than  United 
States  Bonds.  This  required  a new  issue  of  national  bank  notes  for  all  banks 
issuing  either  Series  of  1882  or  Series  of  1902  notes  at  the  time.  Although 
the  Act  required  that  the  clause  "SECURED  BY  UNITED  STATES  BONDS 
OR  OTHER  SECURITIES"  had  to  appear  on  all  notes  backed  by  these 
"other  securities,"  in  practice,  the  clause  now  appeared  on  all  new-issue 
notes. 
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THE  SERIES  OF  1882  AND  SERIES  OF  1902  DATE  BACKS 


Immediately  upon  passage  of  the  Act,  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing  (BEP)  began  altering  the  face  plates  (to  include  the  new  security 
clause)  for  all  existing  banks  that  would  require  new  printings  of  either  Series 
oi  1882  or  Series  of  1902  notes.  As  the  BEP  altered  the  plates,  they  also 
incremented  the  plate-position  letters  to  the  next  set  of  letters.  For  example, 
the  letters  A-B-C-A  on  the  10-10-10-20  plates  advanced  to  D-E-F-B,  and  the 
letters  A-B-C-D  on  the  5-5-5-5  plates  became  E-F-G-H.  In  addition,  these 
new  issues  for  both  series  would  bear  a blue  Treasury  seal,  charter  number, 
and  regional  letter. 


7.  A Series  of  1882  Brown  Back  and  Date  Back  from  Charter  2598,  New 
York  City,  NY,  likely  printed  from  the  same  plate.  Notice  the  change  in  the 
security  clause  and  the  plate  letter  progression  from  A-B-C-D  to  E-F-G-H. 
The  A7226  Treasury  serial  number  on  the  bottom  note  indicates  that  it  was 
one  of  the  earliest  Date  Backs  printed. 
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The  backs  of  Series  of  1882  issues,  previously  printed  in  brown,  would 
now  be  printed  in  green  and  generic  vignettes  for  each  denomination  would 
replace  the  state  seals.  Except  for  the  $5  notes,  the  new  border  designs 
would  be  essentially  the  same  as  found  on  the  Brown  Back  issues.  The  $5 
backs  would  bear  a new  design  of  the  obligation  and  counterfeit  clauses, 
similar  to  the  higher  denominations.  Also,  unlike  the  oval  design  of  the 
previous  $5  Brown  Backs,  which  was  similar  to  that  of  the  First  Issue  (First 
Charter)  $5  backs,  originally  prepared  by  the  Continental  Bank  Note 
Company,  the  new  $5  back-design  would  have  a more  square  central 
opening.  On  all  denominations,  the  central  opening  on  the  back  would  bear 
the  dates  1882  and  1908. 


8.  Typical  backs  of  Series  of  1882  $5  Brown  Backs  and  Date  Backs, 
illustrating  the  design  changes  between  these  issues. 
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The  backs  of  the  new  Series  of  1 902  issues  would  continue  to  be  printed 
in  green,  with  the  same  designs  as  the  Red  Seal  issues,  but  with  the  dates 
1902  and  1908  in  varying  locations.  The  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  ledgers 
of  notes  received  by  Treasury  serial  number,  refer  to  the  issues  respectively 

as  Series  of  1882-1908  and  Series  of  1902-1908. 


9.  Typical  Series  of  1902  notes  with  the  1902-1908  dates  on  the  backs  of 
these  issues. 
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The  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  received  first  deliveries  of  Series  of 
1902  Date  Backs  in  June  1908,  for  all  plate  combinations.  On  the  15th,  the 
first  sheets  of  $5  notes  were  received,  while  the  10-10-10-20  sheets  and  50- 
100  sheets  were  received  on  the  22nd,  and  the  10-10-10-10  sheets  on  the 
29th.  Subsequently,  the  Comptroller  received  the  first  Series  of  1882  Date 
Backs  in  early  August  1908,  for  all  denominations.  On  August  1,  the 
Comptroller  received  the  first  5-5-5-5  and  10-10-10-20  sheets  of  notes, 
followed  by  the  first  10-10-10-10  sheets  on  August  3,  and  the  50-100  sheets 
on  August  5. 

The  Comptroller  received  the  last  deliveries  of  Series  of  1 902  Red  Seal 
notes  during  December  1908,  for  all  four  plate  combinations.  However,  the 
BEP  was  still  delivering  Series  of  1 882  Brown  Back  notes,  of  all  four  plate 
combinations,  to  the  Comptroller  until  March  1909.  The  Act  of  May  30, 
1908,  allowed  the  Comptroller  to  issue  the  previous  Brown  Back  and  Red 
Seal  notes  until  the  BEP  could  prepare  appropriate  plates.  However,  it  also 
provided  that  none  of  those  earlier  notes  could  be  issued  as  additional 
circulation  under  the  Act. 
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10.  An  early  Series  of  1902  Date  Back  from  Charter  3923,  Boston,  MA, 
from  a 10-10-10-10  sheet.  This  bank  also  issued  a small  quantity  of  Red 
Seals  from  this  plate,  even  though  the  bank's  extension  date  was  June  8, 
1 908,  after  the  passage  of  the  Aldrich-Vreeland  Act. 
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Between  Charter  1683,  Mankato,  MN,  which  issued  1902  Red  Seals,  and 
Charter  1697,  only  four  of  the  thirteen  intervening  charters  had  survived  to 
extend  their  charters  in  1908  and  1909.  These  four  included.  Charter  1685, 
Sharon,  PA;  Charter  1688,  Hillsborough,  NH;  Charter  1690,  Austin,  MN;  and 
Charter  1692,  Murfreesboro,  TN.  All  four  had  issued  Series  of  1882  Brown 
Backs  before  extension,  and  Series  of  1902  Date  Backs  after  extension. 
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11.  A Series  of  1 882  Brown  Back  from  Charter  1697,  Port  Henry,  NY. 
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Charter  1697,  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Port  Henry,  NY,"  was  the 
lowest  charter  number  to  receive  Series  of  1 882  Date  Backs.  This  bank  was 
organized  on  April  28,  1870,  and  later  extended  its  charter  for  the  second 
time  on  April  29,  1910.  After  this  extension,  the  bank  issued  Series  of  1902 
Date  Back  notes.  The  bank  issued  only  10-10-10-20  notes  of  both  the  Series 
of  1882  and  the  Series  of  1902.  Charter  1698,  "The  Howard  National  Bank 
of  Burlington,  VT,"  was  the  lowest  charter  number  to  issue  $5  Series  of  1882 
Date  Back  notes. 
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12.  A Series  of  1882  Date  Back  from  Charter  1697,  Port  Henry,  NY. 
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Only  banks  in  the  Charter  1697  to  Charter  2655,  Coming,  NY,  range,  and 
in  the  Charter  3956,  Walla  Walla,  WA,  to  Charter  6099,  Volga,  SD,  range 
received  Series  of  1882  Date  Back  notes.  These  were  banks  organized 
between  1870  and  April  1882,  and  between  late- 1888  and  January  1902,  that 
would  be  issuing  Series  of  1882  notes  until  their  extensions  between  1909 
and  1922.  Banks  in  the  Charter  1 to  Charter  2327,  Dubuque,  LA,  range, 
Charter  2657  to  Charter  5012,  Mannington,  WV,  range,  and  Charter  6100  to 
Charter  10735,  Athens,  TN,  range  received  Series  of  1902  Date  Backs. 
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13.  Series  of  1882  Date  Back  proofs  from  Charter  3956,  Walla  Walla, 
WA,  and  Charter  6099,  Volga,  SD.  (Photo  courtesy  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution) 
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Oddly,  there  were  a few  banks  that  extended  their  charters  after  May  30, 
1908,  (the  Act  date),  whose  first  Series  of  1902  notes  were  still  Red  Seals. 
This  group  included:  Charter  3902,  Hughesville,  PA;  Charter  3909,  Topeka, 
KS;  Charter  3910,  Latrobe,  PA;  Charter  3916,  Chicago,  IL;  and  Charter 
3923,  Boston,  MA. 
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14.  Series  of  1902  Red  Seal  proofs  from  Charter  3902,  Hughesville,  PA, 
and  Charter  3916,  Chicago,  EL,  the  latest  two  banks  to  extend  their  charters 
and  then  receive  these  Red  Seals.  Notice  the  plate  dates,  which  were  their 
dates  of  extension.  Also  notice  the  May  1908,  approval  dates  for  these 
plates,  which  was  before  passage  of  the  Aldrich-Vreeland  Act.  (Photo 
courtesy  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution) 
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15.  Series  of  1902  Red  Seal  and  Date  Back  notes  from  Charter  2690, 
Cleveland,  OH.  Again,  notice  the  change  in  the  security  clause  and  the  plate 
letter  progression  from  A-B-C-D  to  E-F-G-H. 


SERIES  OF  1882  VALUE  BACKS 

The  Federal  Reserve  Act  of  December  1913  extended  to  June  30,  1915, 
the  provisions  of  the  Aldrich-Vreeland  Act,  originally  set  to  expire  on  June 
30,  1914.  After  June  30,  1915,  the  BEP  began  to  use  new  back  designs  on 
most  succeeding  issues,  even  though  no  law  required  this.  Since  the  new 
Series  of  1882  backs  had  the  denomination  spelled  out  in  the  central  portion 
of  the  back  design,  where  the  dates  1882  and  1908  had  been,  they  are 
commonly  called  Value  Backs. 
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The  BEP  continued  to  use  the  same  face  plates  with  the  "OR  OTHER 
SECURITIES"  clause,  but  the  inscription  "SERIES  1882"  was  now 
overprinted  vertically  in  blue  on  the  left  half  of  the  faces  of  all  $10,  $20,  $50, 
and  $100  notes.  This  overprint  was  not  necessary  on  the  $5  notes,  as  the 
inscription  had  been  engraved  on  all  $5  plates  of  this  series  since  1882.  No 
law  specified  that  the  security  clause  had  to  revert  to  the  original  wording 
after  the  expiration  of  the  Aldrich-Vreeland  Act.  However,  when  the  BEP 
prepared  a replacement  plate  due  to  plate  wear  out  or  for  a title  change,  it 
would  bear  the  original  "SECURED  BY  UNITED  STATES  BONDS"  clause. 
This  clause  is  somewhat  scarce  on  Value  Back  notes. 
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16.  A Series  of  1882  Value  Back  from  Charter  5333,  High  Bridge,  NJ. 
Notice  "Series  1882"  overprinted  vertically  in  blue,  just  left  of  the  bank  title. 
Also  notice  that  the  note  still  bears  the  "OR  OTHER  SECURITIES"  clause. 
(Photo  courtesy  of  R.A.  Kvederas) 
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The  lowest  charter  number  to  receive  Series  of  1882  Value  Back  notes 
was  Charter  2313,  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Kirkwood,  EL."  This  bank 
was  organized  on  December  6,  1875,  chartered  on  December  18,  1875, 
extended  its  charter  in  1895,  and  then  issued  Series  of  1882  Brown  Backs, 
Date  Backs,  and  Value  Backs.  It  extended  its  charter  for  a second  time  on 
December  7,  1915,  and  then  issued  Series  of  1902  Plain  Backs.  This  bank 
received  a small  quantity  of  $5  Value  Back  notes  in  1915,  prior  to  extension. 
Charter  2324,  "The  Palmer  National  Bank,  Pahner,  MA,"  was  the  lowest 
charter  number  to  receive  10-10-10-20  Value  Back  sheets.  The  Charter  2324 
bank,  the  second  lowest  charter  number  to  receive  Value  Backs,  also  received 
these  $5  notes. 


17.  A Series  of  1882  Date  Back/Value  Back  proof  from  Charter  2313, 
Kirkwood,  EL.  The  same  plate  was  likely  used  for  both  issues.  The  back 
illustrates  the  appearance  of  a $5  Value  Back  note  from  this  bank. 
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There  were  four  other  surviving  banks  in  the  Charter  2313  to  2324  range 
that  had  only  issued  Series  of  1882  Date  Back  notes  until  their  extensions  in 
late  1915  and  early  1916,  and  then  Series  of  1902  Plain  Backs  after 
extension.  These  four  banks  were:  Charter  2316,  Rochester,  MN;  Charter 
2317,  Philadelphia,  PA;  Charter  2320,  Boonville,  NY;  and  Charter  2321, 
Wilson,  NC.  In  addition,  several  charters  below  2313  and  above  2324  also 
issued  only  Series  of  1882  Date  Backs  before,  and  Series  of  1902  Plain 
Backs  after  their  extensions  in  1915  and  1916.  They  did  not  issue  any  Series 
of  1902  Date  Backs  or  Series  of  1882  Value  Backs. 
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18.  A Series  of  1882  Date  Back  from  Charter  2313,  Kirkwood,  IL,  and  a 
Series  of  1882  Brown  Back  from  Charter  2324,  Palmer,  MA.  Although  these 
notes  are  not  Series  of  1882  Value  Backs,  they  represent  the  lowest  charter 
numbers  to  issue  that  variety. 
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Only  banks  in  the  Charter  2313  to  Charter  2655  range,  and  in  the  Charter 
5028,  Sistersville,  WV  to  Charter  6099  range  received  Series  of  1882  Value 
Back  notes.  Charter  2655,  Coming,  NY,  was  the  very  last  bank  that  could 
have  received  Value  Back  notes  from  the  Comptroller.  This  bank  was 
organized  on  April  3,  1882,  chartered  on  April  8,  1882,  and  issued  Series  of 
1875  notes.  When  the  bank  extended  in  1902,  it  received  Series  of  1882 
issues  until  April  3,  1922,  when  it  extended  again  and  finally  received  Series 
of  1902  notes.  The  next  previous  bank  that  could  have  received  Value  Backs 
was  Charter  2648,  Fergus  Falls,  MN,  which  extended  its  charter  on  March  4, 
1922,  and  then  issued  Series  of  1902  notes.  Charter  6099,  Volga,  SD,  issued 

Value  Backs  until  January  15,  1922,  when  it  extended  its  charter  for  the  first 
time. 
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19.  Two  Series  of  1882  Value  Backs  from  Charter  2655,  Coming,  NY. 
This  bank  changed  title  on  August  10,  1920.  Notice  that  the  second-title  note 
no  longer  bears  the  "OR  OTHER  SECURITIES"  clause.  This  is  the  only 
bank  discovered  that  issued  Series  of  1882  notes  with  the  ".  . . and  Trust 
Company"  title.  Notice  also,  that  the  second-title  note  still  bears  an  April  4, 
1902  plate  date  (extension  date)  and  1902-era  "Lyons-Roberts"  Treasury 
signature  combination,  even  though  the  plate  was  made  in  1920. 
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20.  A Series  of  1882  Date  Back/Value  Back  proof  from  Charter  5028, 
Sistersville,  WV.  (Photo  courtesy  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution) 
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21 . Series  of  1902  Blue  Seal  Plain  Backs  from  Charter  2655,  Coming,  NY 
and  Charter  6099,  Volga,  SD.  As  these  notes  are  from  plates  made  in  1922, 
they  do  not  bear  the  "OR  OTHER  SECURITIES"  clause. 
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SERIES  OF  1902  PLAIN  BACKS 


On  these  Series  of  1902  issues,  when  the  BEP  deleted  the  dates  1902  and 
1908,  the  Plain  Backs  appeared  the  same  as  the  backs  of  the  Series  of  1902 
Red  Seal  issues.  As  with  the  Series  of  1882,  the  BEP  continued  to  use  the 
"OR  OTHER  SECURITIES"  face  plates  until  replacement  due  to  wear.  For 
some  smaller  banks,  these  "OR  OTHER  SECURITIES"  face  plates  lasted 
until  the  end  of  the  large-size  note  issuing  era  in  1929.  Since  Series  of  1902 
was  engraved  on  all  such  plates,  there  was  no  need  for  overprinting  as  on  the 
Series  of  1882  notes. 


22.  Series  of  1902  Blue  Seal  Plain  Backs  from  Charter  45,  Ellenville,  NY, 
and  Charter  39,  Towanda,  PA,  that  still  bear  the  "OR  OTHER  SECURITIES" 
clause.  The  Charter  45  note  was  printed  in  1919,  while  the  Charter  39  note 
was  printed  after  August  25,  1925,  as  the  note  does  not  bear  a Treasury  serial 
number. 
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The  Series  of  1902  Plain  Back  notes  could  have  been  issued  by  any 
surviving  bank  from  Charter  1 and  up.  The  Act  of  July  1,  1922,  gave  all 
existing  national  banks  automatic  ninety-nine  year  charter  extensions,  and 
eliminated  the  need  for  different  issues  after  charter  extension.  Therefore, 
Senes  of  1902  Plain  Back  notes  were  issued  until  the  introduction  of  small- 
size  issues  in  1929.  The  highest  charter  number  to  receive  Series  of  1902 
notes  was  Charter  13307,  "The  City  National  Bank  and  Tmst  Co.  of  Niles, 
MI." 


DISCUSSION 


Due  to  the  various  issuing  requirements  through  the  years,  Charter  1683, 
Mankato,  MN,  became  the  highest  charter  to  issue  both  Original  Series  and 
Series  of  1902  Red  Seal  notes.  This  bank  also  issued  Series  of  1875  notes. 
Brown  Backs,  Series  of  1902  Blue  Seals  and  Series  of  1929  small-size  notes. 
Because  of  the  series  switch  during  1882,  Charter  2730,  Cincinnati,  OH, 
chartered  in  1882,  became  the  highest  charter  to  receive  Series  of  1875, 
Series  of  1882  Brown  Backs,  and  Series  of  1902  Red  Seal  notes.  Charter 
2730  notes  from  all  three  series  were  illustrated  in  Part  Fourteen.  The  next 
highest  charter  to  receive  Series  of  1875,  1882,  and  1902  notes  was  Charter 
2655,  Coming,  NY.  This  bank  received  all  three  varieties  of  Series  of  1882 
notes.  Series  of  1902  Blue  Seal  Plain  Back  notes  and  Series  of  1929  small- 
size  notes. 


When  the  BEP  introduced  the  Series  of  1882  and  Series  of  1902  Date 
Backs,  Treasury  serial  numbering  and  bank  serial  numbering  reverted 
respectively  to  A1  and  1.  However,  when  they  introduced  the  new  Value 
Back  and  Plain  Back  issues  in  1915,  the  Treasury  and  bank  serial  numbering 
continued  without  reversion.  For  a while,  the  BEP  was  producing  the  new 
backs  and  the  older  Date  Backs  simultaneously,  resulting  in  mixed  serial 
numbering  between  the  two  types.  Unfortunately,  since  the  Comptroller 
ledgers  of  Treasury  and  bank  serial  numbers  for  this  era  have  been  lost  or 
destroyed,  we  do  not  know  exactly  when  the  BEP  produced  the  first  and  last 
Value  Back  notes  or  the  first  Series  of  1902  Plain  Back  notes. 

A fact  sometimes  not  realized  is  that  the  Series  of  1902  Red  Seals  were 
produced  before  the  Series  of  1882  Date  Backs  and  Value  Backs.  Likewise. 
Series  of  1882  Value  Backs  were  produced  after  Series  of  1902  Red  Seals 
and  Date  Backs.
